SUBJECT: INCIDENT AT FLAMING ARROW SCOUT RESERVATION- 
ON JULY 6, 1991 



At noon on July 7, 1991 Tom Deimler received a call from Kevin Mayeux at 
Flaming Arrow Scout Reservation related to use of alcohol followe^y a 
sexual incident that happened" the day before with Rick Roche and | 

|. Documentation on this matter has beert provided and action was 
talcen to deny registration on the part of Rick Roche, The 8SA policy- 
letter was delivered in a meeting with Mr* Roche on July 3, 1991. 

Uoof^urther review of the matter, and in conversation with fcjjlll father 
^^^^^J, Camp Director Louis LeBlanc and Field Director Brian Sinders, 
T^Ja^determined that beer had been provided t>y Rick Roche in the "staff 
city 41 tent area on the afternoon of July 6th. It was obvious that this 
was in violation of the policy of the BSA and consideration was given to 
termination of all staff members involved in this activity. 

In an effort to separate the incident between Rick Roche »d BfeKfflSSjSSSiSS 

from the others who were drinking alcohol, the matter that too^ptac^n 
Rick Roche's tent was first reviewed. At a meeting of Tom Deimler, Mark 
Griffin and 8rian Sinders on July 8th the alternatives of disciplinary 
action were discussed. The decision had already been made to- deny 
registration for Rick Roche. It was decided that in the best interests 
of character development and the program o^h^o^couts of America, 
no further action shou^h^takerr again st|M^BW^[, We had the tota-T 
support of his father, those TTste^Eove, as well as Camp 
Director Louis LeBl anc ana^wram Dire ctor Kevin Mayeux. The basis 
for that decision* was th at l^^^^^fl * as * victim of circumstances 
surrounding the inappropriat^js^o^ncohol and Rick Roche's assertive 
action. 

The matter had been reported immediately upon learning of this incident 
.just after l unch on July 7, 1991. The incident between Rick Roche and 
^^^^^^has been fully investigated by both the HRS of Florida and 
th^oil^ounty Sheriff's Department. 

The additional drinking resulted from the fact that it was provided by a 
senior camp staff member (Rick Roche)* who offered his own interpretation- 
to the policies of the BSA, giving strong indication that since no boys . 
were in camp and the summer activity was not in process it would be 
acceptable to drink beer and not be in violation of any rules and V * 
regulations in Scouting. Aside from the fact that Rick Roche's regis- 
tration has now been denied, he had served for approximately 10 years 
on camp staff and had become a strong influence on others.

A decision was made not to terminate those staff members involved and as 
an alternative provide severe disciplinary action as outlined in the Staff 
Guide would be done. Those actions included no nights off, waiter duty and 
service projects. A clearly defined memorandum dated 7-9-91 was given to 
each staff member that stated dismissal for any future activities involving 
the use of alcohol on campi property. 

Further, it was decided that two volunteer camp staff members; Mark Heuser 
and Jim Malone, would be asked not to- participate on staff during, the 
balance of 1991. These individuals, encouraged the beer drinking as we)} 
as Rick Roche and therefore have been dismissed from any activity in 
support of summer camp. 

Lastly, it was decided that the Staff Suide book will be revised for 
1992- to clearly state staff termination in the event of using alcohol 
at camp. Additionally, letters of contract will be revised to state 
this policy clearly. The matter of camp staff staying on the property 
after campers leaving at noon on Saturday and before the arrival of 
the new campers at noon on Sunday has been reviewed. The decision- is 
that most will be encouraged to leave and those who absolutely cannot 
will be under close supervision with strict rules re-established.. 

This matter is being followed up by Cairo Oirector Louis LeBlanc and will 
be reviewed periodically by Scout Executive Tom Deimler.

Tom Deimler and Brian Sinders met with Rick Roche in order to present 
the policy letter denying his registration with the Boy Scouts of America. 
His right to appeal this matter to the Southeast Region for their review 
was- given to Rick Roche, as well. 

Mr. Roche indicated that he was sorry fo^ii^ction and that he had 
personally provided "beer and such" to P?^SS^| and several other 
camp staff members. He remarked that the entire matter was completely 
his doing and he accepted full responsibility. 

Tom Deimler stated the policies of the Boy Scouts of Anerica related to 
role model leadership and- our right to deny registration upon review of 
these matters. 

The meeting was concluded at this point.

If you wish to have this decision reviewed by a BSA regional review committee, 
please write to the regional director within 60 days of the date of this 
letter, explaining your version of the facts supporting your claim that your 
registration as a BSA member should be granted. The procedures for a review 
of this decision are attached.

1. Within 60 days, you must request in writing a review of this * 
decision^You^recuest should be sent to: Southeast Region 
BSA,^^^R?3RJ^^^^1 Kennesaw, Georgia 30144. In your re- 
ques^you^Ks^xncxuae your version of what occurred in 
support of your claim that registration should not have been 
denied. 

2. Upon the receipt of your written request, a committee will be 
appointed to review the situation. 

3. If the regional review committee determines that a review hearing 
is necessary, the committee will advise you whether or not you may 
attend. In some instances, no useful purpose would be served l>y 
having the applicant present. The hearing is not adversarial in 
nature and neither the committee nor you, if you attend, will be 
represented by legal counsel. If you wish, in the event you 
attend, you may be accompanied by no more than two other individ- 
uals if their testimony might assist the committee in discovering 
the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview 
any persons whose testimony might assist them in arriving at a 
correct decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee 

6. If you are dissatisfied with the decision of a regional review, you 
may request a further review by the National Council. The decision 
of the National Council will be final.
